WASHINGTON, March 2.— (/P)— 


Senator Thomas (Dem.) of Okla- 
homa, said today that members of 
the senate farm bloc had 
aban- 


doned efforts to obtain a confer- 
ence with President Roosevelt on 
parity price legislation. 


Thomas added that he would not 


offer a proposed amendment to the 
pending $32,762,737,900 military ap- 
propriations bill to prohibit use of 
any of the measure's funds for the 
purchase of government-held crop 
surpluses at less than parity. 
Parity Is a price calculated 
to 


give farm products the same pur- 
chasing power they had In a speci- 
fied period, usually 1909-1914. 
"It's too late to see the president, 
now," Thomas told reporters, ex- 
plaining that the committee had 
been unable to obtain an appoint- 
ment this morning. "We can't hold 
up this military bill." 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—W)— 


President Roosevelt ordered today 
a streamlined reorganization of the 
army, giving new reorganization to 
the importance of the air forces. 


Abolishing numerous time-hon- 


ored bureaus, Mr. Roosevelt's ex- 
ecutive 
order 
grouped 
military 


functions into three basic units: 
The army ground forces, army air 
forces and service of supply. Each 
will be under a commanding gen- 
eral and all will be under the chief 
of staff, Gen. George C. Marshall. 


The effect was to group all the 


old arms such as infantry, artil- 
lery and cavalry into one unit, and 
the air forces Into another, separ- 
ating the function of supply In a 
third. 
The air forces were given a semi- 


autonomous status under their own 
chief, Lleuten General Henry H. 
Arnold, last year, at a time when 
congressional champions were de- 
manding independence for the air 
arm from the army and navy. 


The reorganization was ordered 


after weeks of study, given urg- 
ency by the war, of means to Im- 
prove the army's efficiency during 
the projected expansion to 4,000,000 
or more officers and men. 


The secretary of war was author- 


ized to create additional overseas 
departments to embrace task for-

COUPLE PIPELINES MAY BE LAID 
FROM TEXAS TO EAST DUE ACUTE 


SITUATION IN GASOLINE, OIL

NEW YORK, March 2.—(Wide 


World).—Don't bo surprised if a 
couple of pipelines from Texas oil 
fields to the east are laid this 
summer. 
The gasoline and fuel oil situ- 


ation 
on the Atlantic seaboard 


rapidly Is becoming critical. 


Just out of sight along the East 


coast, the World War moved close 
to American shores this year in 
the shape of exploded torpedtes. 


The United States navy has an- 


nounced that 23 or more tankers 
have bfcen sunk In nearby eastern, 
western and Caribbean waters. 


Normally, 95 per cent of 
the 


oil supply in the eastern seaboard 
area is brought In by tanker. 


Petroleum Co-Ordlnator 
Harold 


L. Ickes has called for voluntary 
curtailment of 15 per cent in the 
consumpetlon of Petroleum prod- 
ucts throughout the Atlantic sea- 
board area. 
But the slower deliveries caus- 


ed by the mounting tanker losses 
are couslng many of the experts 
to think that outright 
gasoline 


rationing may be in sight. 


Here's what the figures show: 
East coast stocks of crude oil and 
oil products 
declined 
11,500,000 
barrels in January, three times 
the normal decline for the month. 
By Feb. 14, Inventories were 7,- 
300-000 barrels below the corre- 
sponding date a year ago. 


Given reasonably clement weath- 


er and a spring of normal length, 


present fuel oil supplies, togeth- 
er with arrivals, should stretch 
through In the east until warm 
weather comes, some oil men say, 
but next autumn will be aother 
story. 


The situation bolls 
down 
to 
this: Petroleum and oil products 
must be brought to eastern points 
In volume and If they cannot come 
by sea they must come by land. 


And, 
the experts say, there Is 


only one answer—more pipelines. 


Standard of Jersey points out 
that it was against the possibility 
of just such an emergency as ex- 
ists at present that both the In- 
dustry and Petroleum Co-Ordina- 
tor Ickes last autumn urged con- 
struction of a 24-Inch crude oil 
line from Texas to New York. 


A group of large oil companies 


agreed to finance the pipeline but 
SPAB the old supply, priorities 
and allocations board headed by 
Vice-Presldent Wallace, which has 
been superceded by the War Pro- 
duction Board, killed the propos- 
al on the ground that steel was 
needed more urgently for primary 
war material. 
The planned capacity of the pro 


posed line was 240,000 barrels a 
day. With additional pumping sta- 
tions, the line could have deliver- 
ed 350,000 barrels a day, equivalent 
to the capacity of 70 average size 
tankers operating between Texas 
Gulf ports and the eastern sea- 
boarc.' under peace-time conditions

ernment-owned stocks "at less than 
parity." 


The senate last week directly for- 


bade sales at less than parity a 
few hours after a letter from the 
president was read which said such 
a prohibition was improper and 
which criticized those who were 
seeking "a few dollars" more for 
the farmer. 
In a report accompanying the 


bill, which was 
$458,267,861 less 


than the department's funds for 
this year, the committee accused 
the farm security administration 
of "carrying on experiments In col- 
lective farming under a plan which 
appears to resemble tho practice of 
collective farming 
Russia.1'

AUDITION TO THE TAX FOR 
DELAY IN FILING RETURNS. 
In the event of failure to make 
and file an income tax return as 
required by law within the pre- 
scribed time, a certain percent of 
the amount of the tax Is required 
to be added to the tax unless fail- 
ure to file the return within the 
prescribed time is shown to the sat- 
isfaction of the Commissioner to 
be due to reasonable cause and not 
to willful neglect. 


The amount to be added to the 
tax is S percent if the failure Is for 
not more than 30 days, with an ad- 
ditional 5 percent for each addi- 
tional 30 day* or fraction thereof 
during which failure to file a re- 
turn continues, not to exceed 25 
percent in the aggregate. 
A taxpayer who files a tardy re- 
turn and wishes to avoid the ad- 
dition to the tax for delinquency 
must make an affirmative showing 
of all facts, alleged as a reasonable 
cause for failure to file the return 
on time, in the form of an affi- 
davlte which should be attached to 
the return. Alleged Ignorance of 
the law does not constitute reason- 
able cause for delinquency. 
Taxpayers should make every ef- 
fort to file their returns within the 
time prescribed by law and thus 
avoid the possibility of the addi- 
tions to the tax for delinquency In 
filing returns. 


NoTTT 
CHECKING DELINQUENTS 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
has at its command many sources j 
for checking up delinquent taxpay- 
ers. One of these Is the "Informa- 
tion at source" provision of the In- 
ternal Revenue Code, under which { 
persons, "in whatever capacity act- 
ing," are required to report on 
Form 1099, to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue at Washington, 
D. C., payments of fixed or do- 
termlnable Income to another In 
the calendar year of 1941 of $750 
or morn. If the recipient is mar- 
ried, and is a citizen or resident 
of the United States, reports need 
not be mado of salary or other com- 
pensation for personal services un- 
less the payments aggregate $1,500 
or more. If the marital status of 
the payee is unknown to the payor, 
the payee is considered a single 
person for the purpose of filing an 
information return 
of salary or 


other compensation for personal 
services. 


Fixed or determinable income in- 
cludes wages, salaries, 
royalties, 


premiums, rent, Interest, etc. A 
separate return of information for 
each employee is required of em- 
ployers. The requirements are not 
limited to periodical payments, but 
a single payment must be reported. 
Domestic and resident foreign cor- 
porations are required to make a 
separate report, Form 1099, of div- 
idends or distributions for each in- 
dividual, citizen, or resident of the 
United States, resident fiduciary, 
or a resident partnership any mem- 
ber of which is a citizen or resi- 
dent, who was paid $100 or more 
during tho calendar year 1941. 


All persons or organizations act- 
ing at any time during the year 
1941 as broker or other agent in 
stock, bond, or commodity trans- 
actions (Including banks which han- 
dle clearing orders for depositors 
or custodian accounts) are requir- 
ed to file annual returns of Infor- 
mation on Form 1100 with respect 
to all customers, depositors, or ac- 
counts for whom or which the to- 
tal amount of the sales of securities 
or commodities, or the total mar- 
ket value of the securities exchang- 
ed, Is $25,000 or more during the 
calendar year 1941 and each subse- 
quent calendar year, with certain 
exceptions. A separate Form 1100 
must be prepared for each custom- 
er, depositor, or account for whom 
or which business was transacted 
during the year, and must show the 
name and address and other Infor- 
mation provided for In the form. 


Information returns are carefully 


checked with Individual returns of 
taxpayers. Thousands

WHEN, WHERE, AND HOW 


TAXES ARE TO BE PAID 
Taxes due on a return filed for 
the calendar year 1941 may be paid 
In full at the time of the filing of 
the return on or before March 16, 
1842, 
The tax may, at the option 


of the taxpayer, be paid In four 
equal installments instead of in a 
single payment, in which case the 
first Installment Is to be paid on 
or before March 16, the second on 
or before June 15, the third on or 
before September 15, and the fourth 
on or before December 15, 1942. If 
the taxpayer elects to pay his tax 


in four Installments, each of the 
four installments must be equal * 
in amount, but any Installment 
may be paid, at the election of the 
taxpayer, prior to the time pre- 
scribed for its payment. If an In- 
stallment is not paid in full on or 
before the date fixed for Its pay- 
ment, the whole amount of the tax 
remaining unpaid Is required to be 
paid upon notice and demand from 
the collector. 
The tax must be paid to the col- 
lector of Internal revenue for the 
district in which the taxpayer's re- 
turn is required to be filed—that 
Is, to the collector for the district 
in which is located the taxpayer's ' 
legal residence or principal place 
of business, or If he has no legal 
residence or principal 
place of 
business in the United States, then 
to the collector of Internal revenue 
at Baltimore, Md. 
In the payment of taxes a frac- 
tional part of a cent Is to be disre- 
garded unless it amounts to .one- 
half cent or more, in which case it 
shall be Increased to 1 cent. 


The tax due, if any, should be 
paid in cash at the collector's of- 
fice, or by check or money order 
payable to "Collector of Internal 
Revenue." In the case of paymVnt 
In cash, the taxpayer should in 
every Instance require and the col- L 
lector should furnish a receipt. In 
the case of payments made by 
chock or money order, however, the 
canceled check or the money order, \ 
receipt is usually a sufficient re- / 
ceipt.

Navarro county took the re- 
quired five-hour prelimin- 
ary training course at the 
Corsicana J u n i o r High 


. School 
auditorium

'night and it was announc- 
ed every possible effort would be 
made to have the entire Civilian 
Defense setup in this area com- 
pleted and functioning properly by 
March 7. 


Instructor for the evening was 
George Gamble, assigned to war 
duties by the Texas Department of 
Public" Safety. 
At the beginning 


of the meeting those in attendance 
were repuired to fill out special 
registration cards which will be 
lent to Austin headquarters and 
will secure credit for the course for 
local wardens. 


Chief Warden W. E. McKlnney 


explained in detail the city and 
county setups, naming tho various 
co-ordinators, and also announc- 
ing First Aid courses to be offered 
or now In progress. 


Seven Sons In Service. 


Tom Stevenson, who resides near 
Frost and has seven sons either 
In the service of preparing to en- 
ter it, was presented to the gath- 
ering and given a rousing hand. 
"I don't feel that we are doing 


any more than anybody else who 
has just one son In the service. I 
know you love him Just as much 
as we do ours," was tho proud 
father's salutation. 


The general public has appar- 


ently been confused by a number 
of closely related services Instruc- 
tor Gamble announced at the be- 
ginning of his lecture. 
He point- 


ed out the army also maintained 
an aircraft warning service that 
covered a wide area with numerous 
observation posts, filter centers and 
Information centers; then came a 
civilian aircraft observation unit; 
and the civilian defense system, 


He explained that under the ci-

their first assistants on the alert, 
which will be followed by a "blue" 
warning If the flight continues to 
approach on tho original course, 
and normally wardens would be 
notified to be ready for duty. The 
"red" warning 
Is the "air 
raid 
alarm" which ii given the general 
public and means a raid Is in prog- 
ress of probable Immediately and 
all but wardens should seek shelter 
quickly. It Is anticipated that not 
more than five minutes advance 
notice can be given the public on 
a "red" alarm. 
The final signal 
1. designated as "white" and means 
"all clear." 


Again stating that many minds 


were confused by the interchange- 
able use of the terms air raid alarm 
and blackout, 
"blackout" as 
Gamble defined a 
a general 
precau- 


tionary measure covering a wide 
area, ordered in advance by mili- 
tary auttvvrltles, with the specific 
purpose of extinguishing such out- 
side lighting as would act as a 
beacon for a possible reconnais- 
ance or attacking unit.
